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Snow-Bound 


Colorado Gets 
Food and Fuel 


DENVER, Nov. 10 — (UP) — 
Snow “weasels,” airplanes and 
trucks fanned out over Colorado 
Sunday to rush food and fuel to 
snowbound families and to rescue 
emergency cases who have been 
stranded for eight days by two 
severe blizzards which took a 
death toll of at least 13.

The 
group was believed to have gone 
into the desolate area to dig a well 
before the initial snowfall a week 
ago Saturday. 

One of the most critical tasks 
was to supply feed for large num- 
bers of cattle and sheep marooned 
in snow-covered grazing areas. 
Many ranchers were forced to de- 
sert their flocks. Sunday planes 
were flying hay to the herds 
throughout Southern Colorado. 
Last night three cowboys, who had 
left their herds, were rescued 
from a cabin near Pueblo. 


U. S. Fliers Must Ask 
Alien Flight Permits 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—(#)—A stringent new order by Gen. 
Eisenhower requiring all military pilots to get iron-clad permission 
from foreign Governments in advance of any flight over their soil 


came to light Sunday. 

It was framed Aug. 19 when an 
American Army transport plane 
was shot down in Yugoslavia, kill- 


ing its five occupants, and was 
promulgated Oct. 30, along with 
various other orders, in War De- 
partment circular No. 319. 


It directs that no American 
military plane shall fly “into, over, 
or out of “any foreign country 
without explicit authority in ad- 
vance from the appropriate gov- 
ernment in the form of a diplo- 
matic clearance. 


“Filing of a: request for diplo- 
matic clearance will not be con- 
strued as a clearance, nor does 
the possession of military orders 
constitute a clearance,” the order 
said crisply. 


“The pilot will comply with his 
flight plan as approved by the 
various foreign countries, and will 
adhere to the air traffic rules of 
each country over which he 
flies,” it added. 


Before the death of the five 
American fliers who were shot 
down by Yugoslav fighters, an- 
other American plane had been 
forced to crash land ten days 
earlier. Although the Tito gov- 
ernment agreed to an American 
demand for indemnity, it com- 
plained that American flyers had 
deviated repeatedly from their ap- 
proved routes between Vienna and 
Trieste and other points. 


Aside from the Yugoslav inci- 
dent, American planes have been 
threatened by Russian air patrols 
in Austria, and the Navy reported 
one of its planes fired on when ap- 
proaching a Russian occupied 
Manchurian port. 


Procedures detailed in the new 
order do not apply to flights into, 
over, or out of any country where 
advance clearances are covered by 
special diplomatic agreement but 
will be followed “if any doubt 
exists as to the terms of the 
agreement.”

The GOP's 
Great Opportunity 


Only once during the recent election events 
did I shiver. 
ee It was the Mr. John Bricker, of Ohio, who 
caused me to feel as if a dark wing had brushed my cheek. I most 
piously trust the gentleman will continue for many years to make 
the State of Ohio an excellent Senator. 

He followed Gov. Tom Dewey, of New York, in a broadcast 
rather late on election-day evening. 

Gov, Dewey had said, in weighing the then already obvious 
decisions, that he hoped the people would see clearly that it was 
not necessary to choose between rampant radicalism and black re- 
action—that the Republican party could be trusted to supply middle- 
of-the-road leadership. Indeed, he sounded almost as if he wished 
to say it would be a little left of center. 

_ Then came Mr. Bricker. His tone was gloating, which was all 
right. He had something to gloat about. He and his party had 
swept the Democrats out of Ohio and he would have been less than 
human if he had not been gloating. As a gloater of the past, I 
understood his feelings and his mood. 

What he said was disturbing. The gist of it was:

Trail But, if Mr. Bricker considers the accepted, if not yet per- 
fected, reforms of the political era just ended to have been 

merely a product of Mr. Roosevelt’s mind, or a concept of leftist radi-

Follow the trail on to the almost two decades of great Populist 
unrest, the Grangers and the Populist party. Trace it through 
Cleveland and beyond. Recall W. J. Bryan and free silver. 

Note how it has a part in bringing on the War Between the States. 

See it produce the Progressive party with Teddy Roosevelt as 
its symbol. 

Observe it in the “New Freedom” of Woodrow Wilson. 

Trace the trail, always with its Populist roots, to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the “New Deal.” 

Tom Dewey knows the trail always will be there. It is most 
important the country get as its next President, and every indi- 
cation points to that next President as a Republican, one who will 
have adequate background and knowledge of his own country. 


Extremes There will be an effort made to drive us to one ex- 
treme or another. This, too, Thomas Dewey knows: 
That was why, I judge, he spoke as he did. 

We have seen, in our time, what such a decision means. 

We saw what the choice of an extreme produced in Spain, in 
Germany and Italy. And in Russia another disturbing, extreme 
choice was made. | 

I think the Democratic party is finished for a period of time. 
It is not possible to estimate it until we see whom the Republicans 
choose. 

Some of the Democratic party’s sincere progressives will be led 
into joining a third-party movement, which will be inspired by the 
extreme elements of the left, Communistically dominated.

It's the Butterfat 
That Is Valuable 


Let us talk of Holstein-Friesian cattle: 
(My knowledge on the subject was acquired 
before 1910. When I was, for a little while, an 
official supervisor of tests for butterfat production. In some 
details there may have been changes since.) 

The Holstein-Friesian Association keeps the records of every 
purebred animal of the breed which is registered in the association's 
files. A breeder may, as soon as the calf is born, register it, with 
names of its ancestry, identification markings and so on. 

There is, however, what Is hnwwn as advanced registry. To win 
a place in this listing a cow has to produce a certain amount of 
butterfat within a given perjod. It used to be a seven-day period, 
or, on some longer tests, 30 days, three months or even a year. 

A bull, to gain advanced registry, has to sire a certain number 
of cows which have won into that select bovine “Who's Who.” 

When the owner of a cow thinks she is producing milk contain: 
ing butterfat in sufficient quantity to make advanced registry, he 
writes to the principal of the Ontario Dairy College (if his place is 
in that province) who then sends one of the college graduates, an 
authorized tester, to witness the milkings for the given period, to test 
with the Babcock tester the milk at every milking for butterfat 
content, to keep records and, if the cow has produced butterfat in 
sufficient quantity, to certify at the end of the test to that effect. 

It adds a lot to the animal’s value in dollars when she gets into 
advanced registry. Hence the importance of the tests to the owners 
and the necessity for close supervision to see there is no trickery 
involved. — : 

The amount of milk produced has nothing to do with the records 
—ijit is the amount of butterfat which counts. I have known of 
a cow which produced more than ten gallons of milk daily, but it 
was so lacking in fat it couldn’t make a successful test. A freak, 
of course, but illustrating the point. 


4) : Cows giving the quantity of milk most 

Four Milkings Daily of these Holsteins did, during tests, had 
to be milked at least three times, often four times daily. The 
milker, with the supervisor watching, milked them exactly on the 
hour set. Usually at 5 and 11 a. m. and 5 and 11 p.m. That meant, 
as supervisor, I had to get a part of a night’s sleep early each eve 
ning, get up, dress, be in the milking barn at 11 p. m. and then 
repeat at five in the morning. 
The tests were usually made in midwinter. I would receive in- 
structions to proceed to some farm, usually miles away from the 
nearest town. Would go there by train and by livery rig and stay 
there until the test was over. It meant living with the farmer and 
his family, the frequent milkings combined with the customary 
Canadian snow and cold, making it impossible to leave the place. 
I don’t believe any of the farmers whose cattle I thus tested 
put over any crooked tricks on me, or even tried to. But I heard 
from gossip among the breeders and from other supervisors of some 


of the stunts tried. 
One milker, it was told, was caught. with 

The Rubber Tube a rubber bag under his coat sleeve, just 
below the armpit. From this bag there was a rubber tube run- 
ning down his arm and into his hand. ae 

He had filled the bag with rich cream prior to the milking and 
with each motion of hand and arm while milking squeezed some 
of the cream into the pail with the fresh, warm milk from the udder. 

Another man tried rubbing the inside of his milk pail with but- 
ter, figuring that it would be melted by the warm milk and thus 
add to the normal content of the milk. 

There were certain rules, too, about feed for the cattle. Some 
things were not to be fed while an animal was under test. So the 
supervisor checked on the feedings, as closely as he was able.

beautiful creature named Colantha 4th’s Johanna. You see four of 
her maternal ancestors had been named Colantha and she was 
Johanna. 

The farmer who owned Johanna had bought her, as a three-year- 
old, at auction, paying not more than $400 for her. After her record 
production of butterfat was made official, he refused an offer of 
$2,000 for her, but sold her prospective calves for the next four 
years at $1,000 each for heifers and $1,500 for bulls.

WASHINGTON—One of the best themes for 
post mortems on the Republican election sweep 
is suggested by a cartoon which appeared in the 
the other day. 

It depicted a luscious-looking young woman, all laden down 
with flowers, candy and other gifts, standing on the doorsteps 
of a home. She is making a gesture of giving a bum’s rush good 
night to a sour-faced man who evidently has been her companion 
for the evening. 

The gift-laden young female labeled “GOP Congressmen.” 
The disappointed man is tagged “Coalition Democrats.” The house 
she is about to enter is marked “GOP Control.”

In recent years Democrats have 
had to rely for their victories on 
a combination of the solid South 
and the big city vote of Eastern 
and industrial Midwest — States 
where labor was a potent factor. 
Midwestern farmers, who had ral- 
lied to Franklin D. Roosevelt 
when depression brought ing 
low, long ago began to desert The 
Democratic Party when they be- 
came prosperous again from New 
Weal farm-relief measures. 

One of the most. significant 
things in this week’s election was 
the way the once-handsome Dem- 
ocratic majorities in the big cities 
were whittled down until in some 
cases they almost disappeared. 
‘This was one of the most disturb- 
ing results to Democratic strat- 
egists as they studied the returns. 


THE KELLY MACHINE in Chi- 
cago and Cook County, once so 
dependable for the Democrats, was 
badly hit when a resurgent Repub- 
licanism not only recaptured four 
Cook County house seats, but, 
what is more important for the 
machine, regained key county 
posts. This gives Republicans a 
foothold for their attempt to win 
the mayor's office from Ed Kelly 
next Spring. Boss Frank Hague 
suffered in Jersey City where his 
majority was greatly reduced. The 
new Pendergast machine in Kan- 
sas City was rudely checked in its 
comeback drive, despite the help- 
ing hand of President Truman in 
earlier primary successes. It held 
on to only one post in Jackson 
county.

THE WEAKENING of the big 
city bosses indicates that the 
Southerners now will assume the 
major role in the party, making 
for conservatism. 

The city machines yielded to 
progressivism of necessity, to some 
degree, because of the voters upon 
whom they depended. The South- 
erners will be strengthened pro- 
portionately in Congress by elim- 
ination of a number of big-city 
Democrats in the election who gen- 
erally were New Dealish and pro- 
labor. The party, in fact, returns 
to those who always hold the mort- 
gage when it is out of power. 

It can be reported that some 
Southerners of the extreme con- 
servative bent accepted this elec- 
tion with smiling complacency. 
The reduction of CIO influence 
in party affairs is most welcome 
to dominant economic tmterests 
which have so large a voice in the 
Southern wing of the party. 


THE ANTAGONISM of these 
interests toward the CIO has been 
intensified in recent months by 
the appearance of CIO organizers 
outside of their plants in the 
South. They interpret the elec- 
tion to mean curbs on labor gen- 
erally in. the next Congress. 

It will suit a good many South- 
erners just as well to have Re- 
publicans control Congress. That 
‘is no secret. It isn’t exactly the 
spirit that builds up a winning 
political party, nor will it be too 
pleasing to many people in the 
|South who have benefited from 
| New Deal measures, 

But it is, as they say, “practical
